bout a year ago, he found himself 
obliged to purchase about 600 ounces 
of silver iu order to make up a short- 
age in that metal developed in his de- 
partment.

THK FINANCIAL QUESTION. 


Tiles lleimmeUztitlun and J?re« Coinage 


of Silver and (iolri. 


EDITOR JOURNAL:—So much has been 


said and written during tho last few 
years about the remonetization End free 
coinage of silver, not only in this coun- 
try, but throughout tbe civilized world 
that almost every one has some kind of 
a theory ou that great financial ques- 
;ion 


At the close of the Rebellion in 1865, | 


our Treasury was empty, our country 
devastated and our people poor: with 
a war debt hanging over us of sufficient 
magnitude to discourage and demoral- 
ze any other people on the face of 
Joel's green earth except Americans. 
But at that particular time we bap 
>ened to have, (or it was so ordainoc 


it we should have) at any rate we 


did have men who were equal to the 


reat work of reconstruction, aud they 


went to work with the determination 
o reconstruct and reorganize our Gov 
ernment on a more solid basis or foun- 
dation than it had occupied before the 
:reat fratricidal 
conflict and their 


'fforts were encouraged by every true 
American, and the consequence was 
-hat in a short time our Government 
'ommanded the respect of all the Na- 
ions of tho earth. Those who did riot 
ike us, feared us. At the close of the 
ate war we had three kinds of money. 
?owit: silver, gold aud graenbacks; all 
ssued under and by authority of the 
Government. 
And 
although green- 


backs were a legal tender for all ordi- 
lary debt, th»y could only bo ex- 
hanged for i-ilver or c.;old at the late 
if abont 40 cents on the dollar. 
But 


hrougU tho extraordinary exertioiis of 
iur leading financiers and the increased 
iroduction of our mines, especially our 
ilver mines, our Government was in a 
'ery short time enabled to resume 
pecie payment and greenbacks rose to 
heir face value, our Government had 
'ecome independent and" our people 
rosperous and happy, and if our flnan- 
ial system adopted after the war, and 
n operation up to 1873, had been al- 
owed to continue without interruption 
e would, in my opinion, be to-day the 


most prosperous and happy nation on 
arth. But the great Money Kings of 
ioth Europe and America saw with 
larm our rapid advancement and real- 
;ed the fact, that if allowed to go on 
t the rapid strides we were making, 
e would soon become wholly inde- 
endent of them; and would be able to 
oan money instead of having to bor- 
ow. So the great moneyed Olegarchy 
f Europe called a meeting and invited 
jeir co-adjutors from America to join 
lem and also sent special invitations 
o a few leading, but dishonest and 
orrupt politicians of our country to 
ake part in their council, and revealed 
o them their plans and promised them 
abulo us wealth if they would aid them 
n what they proposed to do, and some 


those politicians were induced to 


all down and worship the Golden Call 
nd become the willing tools of the di- 
bolical conspirators. The flrst thiiig 
hey proposed was to demonetize silver 
nd thus reduce the circulating me- 
ium of this country one-half. This 
as accomplished by the Judas of the 
nited States Senate, John Sherman, 
n!873. Not satisfied with this they 
ailed in and destroyed several millions 


P greenbacks, thereby greatly reduc- 
ug the balance of the money left for 
ommon use by tho people; and now, 
o cap the climax they say to the Gov- 
rnment: we have destroyed yo"-. 
or and retired your ;ro6nbac^ acd 
ou must pay your indebte,,neBg to ua 
- Bold nnd ao we have all the gold, 
you must issue bonds and wa will give 
you gold for them and allow you 
per cent 
premium notwithstanding 


those same bonds are worth 20 per cent 
'premium on the open market. 


Now, Mr. Editor, I think it is about 


time for the United States to make and 
publish another Declaration of inde- 
pendence; iu which they should de- 
clare themsalves independent of all 
other Govermants so far as relates to 
their financial policy, and their Con- 
gress should pass a law providing for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1; and 
making siher coin a legal tender for 
all debts, both public and private; aud 
if foreign countries do not want our 
money we can get along without their 
goods 


This country is better prepared to 


live within its own resources than any 
other Government in the worid. The 
idea of sending representatives from 
this Government to an International 
Monetary Conference, to decide what 
kind of money we shall make and how 
manj grains of silver we shall put into 
a dollar, is to my mind prcyoateroua 
and humiliating, and is only advocated 
by the goldbugs to divert the minds ot 
the poc/ple from the proper consider- i 
ation of the all-important question of 
providing more money to be used in 
their every day transactions. 


There is no time to be lost; let the 


silver men organize and make a long 
pull and a strong pull and a pull ull- 
together in favor of the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver and gold at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, and in my opinion 
a grand victory will be achieved; and 
if that does not give us money enough 
abolish the National banks and let the 
Government issue greenbacks to sup- 
ply tbe deficiency.
